STATEMENT 

Profane Existence is a small collec- 
tive who believe in the ongoing revolu- 
tionary potential of punk rock culture. 
We are the inheritors of a movement of 
furious origin—a whirlwind reaction to 
the powers that be, in a society that 
offers no future and little hope for young 
people. We uplifted ourselfves from the 
shit that was left us and transformed 
ourselves with the Do-It-Yourself spirit— 
which gives courage to tear down the 
walls to createa newpath. Inalmosttwo 
decades, punk rock has transformed 
itselfinto.a broad, multi-faceted, counter- 
cultural movement. While we do not 
necessarily agree with all of it’s forms of 
expression, we believe the revolution- 
ary spirit is as alive as it ever was when 
the Sex Pistols anthemically declare 
“Anarchy inthe UK’ (Whetherthey meant 
it or not). 

But our roots go back way beyond 

punkshock, Johnny Rotten andthe Spirit 
of '77. We follow in the footsteps of the 
Diggers and the Luddites, the Dadaists 
and wartax resistors, the Suffrigists and 
the mutineers, the Kronstadt sailors and 
the fighters for Free Spain. We follow in 
the footsteps of the opressed and down- 
trodden in the struggle against tyranny. 
Mikhail Bakunin, Emma Goldman, Errico 
Maletesta, Emiliano Zapata are among 
our mentors, yet we have no leaders nor 
willwefollow. We are against structures 
of tyranny in all it's ugly forms and will 
support the fight to destroy oppression. 
Some would label us anarchists, we 
gladly accept that title. 
Our beliefs unite us with many 
struggles around the world. We fight for 
self-determination of all discriminated 
peoples.

We will smash 
sexism and sweep aside the patriarchy 
into the dust-bin of history.

We 
will smash the Earth fuckers who treat 
our land and it's inhabitants as their 
private property to lay waste for their 
personal gain. We will render soceity as 
we know it from limb-to-limb. We will 
tear out the cold heart of a dying 
civilisation before it's ultimate self-de- 
struction which threatens to take us all 
withit. We will organize torebuild a new 
world on the-eold ashes of the old. 

Profane Existence is nota member- 
ship organization. Instead, we are a 
small collective working within the punk 
rock movement to spread anarchist ide- 
als to young people. As well, we attempt 
to build links to struggles outside of our 
movement and lend support when we 
can—we call this solidarity.

Because we are sick and tired of police brutality and their determina- 
tion to crush our spirit. We are tired of witnessing our brothers and 






sisters being harassed, intimidated, robbed, assaulted, tortured, raped 
and murdered. We are tired of being their victims. 

The police are the first-line of defense for any government or 
economic system based on inequality. The police are no more than 
mercenary enforcers of ruling class decree. The function of the police 
is as old as the philosophy of hierarchy and government itself. 

There is no such thing as "a good cop". No amount of good- 
natured personal qualities will ever circumvent the fact that the role of 
the copsis to maintain the status quo. When the status quo sanctions 
torture and murder, then all who uphold it are equally as guilty. 

Bill Clinton, politicans, and media, of liberal and conservative 
ideologies alike, say that fighting crime is our number one concern. 
Yet we know that we are not alone in our view that the real crimes are 
being committed by those with privilige and power. All this behind the 
deception of “truth, justice and the pursuit of happiness." 

The vast majority of us are caught in the conspiracy of power 
and know that we could be crushed if we step too far out of bounds. 
When a cop gets killed, it's as a symbolic vengeance for every act of 
brutality and injustice committed by the state. Next time a cop gets 


During the afternoon and early evening hours of 
Saturday, June 11, 1994, a “Freaks Street Fair” was 
held on the block ‘between Nicollet Avenue and ist 
Avenue South on 27th Street. The fair was organized 
by Frameworks, a non-profit organization, run by youth, 
withthe intent on helping homeless youth. The Frame- 
works Community Center has a space located on the 
block of the street fair and acted as sponsor for to the 
‘event, Live music, dancing, street hockey, puppetry 
and socializing was the order of the day. Food for the 
event was supplied by Seward Cafe and several info 
tables were set up and people hawked their hand- 
crafted goods. Throughout the saree of the day, 
several hundred ps fair from huge

when four punks left the fair to get cigarettes and ji 
ata convenience store near the intersection of 26th and 
Nicollet avenue. The police had stopped three of the 
four people for jaywalking on their retur irom the stora. 
When the police told one of the jaywalkers to get down 
on the ground, he replied “Fuck you, | haven't done 
anything wrong.” At this point the two police officers on 
the scene grabbed two of the jay-walkers and pro- 
ceeded to beat and arrest them, Although they did not 
otherwise resist arrest, bystanders watching the inci- 
dent witnessed the cop “lift his foot off the groundanddo 
aKung Fukickrighttothe side of [the arrested person's] 
face” This was after the person was kneeling on the 
ground with handcuffs on. “itwas avery harshtowatch,” 
the witness also included. A third person was arrested 
moments later. The fourth person whowith thejaywalk- 
ers proceeded back to the street fair to let the people 
there know what had just taken place. The police had 
reported to local gutter press newspaper Star ‘Enemy of 
‘Truth’ Tribune that “The block party had expanded to 
26th Street” and “Someone complained of blocked 
roadways and the officers responded.” They also 
claimed “a crowd had formed on 26th Street and when 
officers tried to arrest one man, others gathered and 
more police were called.” Of course, lying through their 
teeth again, the police andthe Star Tribune were totally 
wrong in their assertations. Witnesses on the scene 
report that the only crowd that had gathered were 
people passing by and those in local business—not an 
angry mob from the Freaks Street Fair hell bent on 
rioting. 

Only seconds after the initial arrests, a second 
‘squad car came roaring into the street fair—past the 
barricades blocking off the street—an act which se- 
verely endangered the lives of the small children who 
had been playing and writing on the street with chalk. A 
person present recalled feeling apprehension at the 
way the police charged into the street fair; “I thought for 
sure that one of the kids was going to get run over.” The 
copin the car then proceeded to grab the fourth person 
who had been with the others when they were arrested 
for jaywalking. The people at the street fair had been 
shocked by the police action and they began yelling at 
the cop, “What the fuckis going on?” and, “What areyou 
doing to ourfriend?” Atthis point the cop became visibly 
scared and responded, “Fuck you! Get back our I'll 
mace you!” When the cop tried to drive away, with the 
fourth arrested person in the back, some of the people 
decided to surround the cop carto get an explanation of 
why theirfriend had just been arrested, Atthis point, the 
cop called for backup and then got out of the car and 
began macing people. Within 20 seconds, atleast a half

dozen more police cars arrived on the scene. 

[Witnesses later reported seeing several cop cars 
gathered in a’staging area nearby, suggesting that the 
police had anticipated some sort of incident. It is the 
thoughts of many people present at the fair that the 
police had been waiting for some sort of provocation so 
they could swoop in on the fair and bust some heads. It 
is also the thought of some people that this was partly 
an act of revenge for an incident a week before, where 
one police officer was badly injured. The incident 
happened at a house one block from the street fair, 
when the police raided and punkparty. One person was 
severely beaten by the police and then thrown down a 
flight of stairs by the cops. This was unfortunate forthe 
cop coming up the stairs from below who is now crippled 
from a broken back.] 

There was a lot of confusion when the back-ups 
artivedatthe fair. People were shouting, “What thefuck 
are you guys doing?” and were trying to get an explana- 
tion of the situation. The cops singled out one woman 
who was shouting questions at them. The cops threw 
her on the ground, maced and beat her in front of her 
‘own daughter. [photographs taken by a lawyer after 
arrest clearly show strangulation marks on her neck] 
The cops then threw her in the back of a squad car 
where she was maced again. She respondedby kicking 
out the window of the squad car instead of choking to 
death on the police mace. During another arrest, one 
person was held down on the ground by two officers 
while a female cop proceeded to strike the arrested 
male five times with a flashlight in the groin area. 
Several more people were arrested for either trying to. 
unarrest those already arrested, or for just shouting in 
protest of the brutality of the police. In all, ten people 
were arrested, including the three who had originally be 
stopped for jaywalking. 

For those arrested, this was only the beginning of 
their ordeal. Orchestrated by radio, the cops had 
decided to take alll prisoners back to the Fifth Precinct 
station house. Upon arriving in the parking lot, the 
arrested wore greeted by 20-30 waiting cops (no one 
was in the state of mind to make an accurate count). 
One by one the prisoners had their belongings removed 
(most of which were not retumed including ID’s andthe 
backpacks and sleeping bags of two people who had 
been planning to leave town that night). They were also 
subjected to further physical and verbal abuse. Tho 
prisoners had their metal handcuffs removed which 
were replaced by tight plastic bands, which when used 
improperly (or maliciously) can cause severe nerve 
damage. One of the arrested reported that he had still 
‘Not recovered full feeling in his hands a fullthree weeks 
afterthe arrest. Following this harassment, they were 
then thrown into the waiting police van which had been

sprayed with mace. 

Then, one by one, several prisoners we singlely 
taken out of the police van for further ‘attention’. The 
people in the van could hear several dozen cops ver- 
bally harassing and taunting those they dragged out- 
side and beat them some more, When the cops finally 
decided to take the prisoners to Hennepin County 
Courthousë, in downtown Minneapolis, the cops driving 
the van alternated between rapid accelerations and 
slamming on the brakes. This was so'the prisoners 
would be thrown one way and then the other—a'show. 
of who was in control. When the prisoners objected by 
kicking the walls, they were again maced, This hap- 
pened on at least three occasions during the trip down- 
town—a drive which normally takes about 7-10 min- 
utes. 

Aithe courthouse, the prisoners were then thrown 
face-first out of the van, one ata time. One person, who 
has a long history of being brutally arrested and beaten 
for the crime of being homeless, was singled out by 
police. He later told the other people who had been 
arrested that the police had physically picked him up off 
the ground by his testicles, The woman who had kicked 
cout the window of the squad car was also roughed up 
again at the courthouse. 

Once in jail, most of the prisoners were charged 
with “obstructing the legal process with force” and then 
let go the following day. However, three were charged 
with more serious offenses. The woman who had 
kicked out the window of the squad car was charged 
with criminal damage, which was later changed to a 
lessercharge. Asecondperson, arrested while dressed 
in drag as a nun, was charged with “riot”; a felony 
charge. A third person, was charged with two felonies 
which were later reduced to gross misdemeanor and 
misdemeanor. [Michael “Violetta” Haldeman, the last of 
the arrested mentioned is scheduled to go on trial on 
November 1.

This is clearly another unprovoked attack on our 
community by the police. Throughout the incident the 
police had shown extreme antagonism towards the 
arrested. A couple examples include verbally stating 
“You'reanimals! Let'smakeyouwalkon the groundlike 
monkeys” and calling the woman who kicked out the 
squad car window “A freak bitch!” The prisoners were 
also subjected to beatings at the hands of the cops who 
claimed that they they had ‘feared’ those they ar- 
rested—ustification for using unlimited force while, 
making arrests. This degradation of the prisoners was. 
takena step further down at the courthouse, where the 
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cops and guards tried to incite other prisoners to turn 
against these arrested at thestreet fair. The guards had 
reportedly told one prisoner [who was in jail for threat- 
ening his girlfriend with a knife] that his call mate [one of 
the arrested at the freak fair] was a “Yellow-haired freak 
who was protesting the Veitnam War while you were 
serving. We [the guards] won't say anything if you kick 
his ass.” After he explained what the guards told him, 
he also added that he shouldn't worry and said, “In 
1970, my hairwas down tomy ass and |was atotal acid 
freak!” Another prisoner was put in a cell after the 
guards had told two Black men they were going to put 
‘@neo-nazi in with them and they would look the other 
way ifthe Blackmen beat the shit out of him. The guards 
were obviously trying to getthe prisoners toturn on each 
other, a common tactic of the state to get others to do 
their dirty work, Fortunately the story of what had really 
happened had already filtered throughout the jail, al- 
though it had become just slightly exaggerated to the 
pointwhere those arrested atthe street fair had achieved 
the idolized status of ‘cop killers’. 

It goes without saying that this is just another 
incidentin a long history of brutality against our commu- 
nity. Punks, hippies, homeless people, minorities, gays 
and lesbians or “freaks” of any nature, are viewed as 
‘the enemy’ by the police. This is not just another 
isolated incident of excessive force by the Minneapolis 
Police, whose Fifth Precinct is notorious for their ex- 
ceedingly violent behavior, but part of a patern that has 
been repeated throughout history. The cops’ brutal 
reaction to the street fair is yet another attempt to break 
the family spirit of our community. Another attempt to 
keep us from gathering and reaching out to other 
communities and oppressed groups, [Even later that 
same evening, the police raided a punk gig—with no 
less than a dozen squad cars and vans on the scene— 
as wellas raid the homes of several punks.] Despite the 
attempts of the police, our community will continue to 
build bridges and grow even strongerunderthis assault. 
While they attempt to crush out our resistance our unity 
and determination are being galvanized, Someday, 
when push comes to shove, the tables will be turned. 
We will become a united force to chase them off the 
streets and out of our cities for good! Until then, we will 
continue to struggle for the right to gather and socialize 
how we see fit. We will not be threatened by police 
intimidation.

After several weeks of negotiations, the 
Zapatistas returned to their territory to seek ap- 
proval of the govemment's proposal from the 
peasants who live in the area under Zapatista 
military control, Throughout the negotiations, the 
Zapatista representatives stated many times that 
their authority was mandated only by the people 
who live in their area of control. Throughout late 
spring and early summer, the Zapatistas retumed 


STATEMENT TO THE PRESS 


During the night of August 21, the Blitz was 
attacked with a powerful bomb. Fortunately, the 
bomb didn'thurtany of the seven people who were 
staying that night, but the material damage was 
enormous, This attack was perpatrated around 
3:45 am. Prior to the explosion, the attackers shot 
atthe Blitz twice with a gun. The bomb was thrown 
into the back yard but was stopped by the barbed 
wire which is used against attacks from nazis or 
police. The bomb was deflected into a streetin the 
back where it exploded. And the explosion was 
tremendous. A person that was staying the night 
in the house was very close to the,point of explo- 
sion, who fortunately only:réceived minor inuries. 
Almost all.ofethé windows in the building were 
smashed. The house, which is in the left side of 
the Blitz, also had it's windows smashed and the 

neighboring houses also were damaged in the 
same way. Cars parked very close to were the 
explosion took place were blown out because of 
the force. The material damages are very serious, 
but work to rebuild most damage has already 
begun. 

There is no doubt in the minds of the Blitz 
occupiers that the attack was perpatrated by neo- 
nazis. This shows how serious and important the 
fight against fascism is. As part of the anti-racist 
movement, Blitz has arranged several actions and 
demonstrations in Oslo and other places. There- 
fore it is no coincidence that this attack was 
perpetrated against this squat. Of course, we are 
notfrightened by this. Together with the restof the 
anti-fascist movement, Blitz will continue to fight 
against racism and nazism and we encourage 
people to be part of this fight. In response to this 
attack, Blitz has arranged a domo on Wednesday, 
August24, against racism and nazi violence. This 
will take place in the center of Oslo. We will 
continue fighting and never give up. Solidarity to 
all that support us. Fight racism and fascism.

people. The Zapatista brand of democracy is 
organized from the bottom up, where decisions 
are made on the community level on up. By June 
12, the peasant people of Chiapas answered the 
government's proposal with a resounding "no." 
The government's proposal was refused on the 
grounds that it fell considerably short of the 
Zapatistas demands for greater democracy, land 
reforms and Indigenous autonomy throughout 
Mexico. 

Since their early military success, the focus 
of Zapatistas has shifted from the battlefields of

Communiques called for unifying Indigenous 
struggles, peasant resistance and workers move- 
ments throughout Mexico and forthe extension of 
resistance activities on a national level. Many 
other actions such as huge marches and protests 
have taken place all through Mexico as a result of 
the Zapatista initiative. 


NATIONAL CONVENTION 

During August 6-16, a 10 day, a national 
convention was held in San Cristóbal and in 
Zapatista liberated territory with thousands of

representatives and delegates present from 
across Mexico. This national convention was 
called by the Zapatistas after the rejection of the 
govemment's proposal to end the conflict was 
rejected. Asa result of the convention, a national 
level of opposition to the PRI govemment, ‘the 
common enemy of all," was established. As well, 
democratic structures were established to orga- 
nize and coordinate resistance on a national 
level. The convention also approved a longlist of 
Zapatista resolutions which include the creation 
of a govemment of transition to democracy. As 
well, the Zapatistas stated that they would not 
unilaterally decide to restart the amed conflict 
should the election prove to be fraudulent They 
also stated that they would hot give up theirarms 
and will be ready to use them again if thatis what 
the people of Mexico determine is necessary. 


WHAT NEXT? 

On August 21, national elections were held 
throughout Mexico, with the presidency up for 
grabs. In spite of serious irregularities reported 
by international observers (National Public Radio 
reports of armed, plain-clothes police in voting 
stations aswellas instances where the secrecy of 
the ballot was compromised; tactics intended to. 
intimidate voters to vote for the ruling party) the 
PRI declared itself the victor. On August 27, 
angry demonstrations occurred throughout 
Mexico, mainly protesting PRI election fraud ona 
local level and in particular to the results of the 
gubematorial election from Chiapas. Yet there 
are also severe doubts on the national level. 
Subcommander Marcos was recently quoted by 
the New York Times saying "only the gringos will 
swallow" official figures showing that the PRI 
party won half the vote. The National Action Party 
(PAN) has also submitted formal protests to the 
counts at 13000 of 96000 voting precincts. 

Since the elections, the ruling party has 
shown only open disdain towards the rebel de- 
mands for sweeping democratic reform, claiming 
that they have shown themselves to be the ban- 
ner of democracy, despite the factthat the people 
have lived under their autocratic rule for over six 
decades, While the ruling party continues it's 
propaganda campaign, reinforced with their to- =- 
ken reforms and new social initiatives, the em- 
bers of revolution still smolderin the mountains of

PUNKS

The first weekend of August saw the largest 
punk riots in Germany in many years. The center 
of activity was Hannover where, after a ten-year 
hiatus, the legendary “Chaos Days” were to be 
held, The Chaos Days started outin the early 80's 
in Hannover with the intention of getting together 
a large number of punks, drinking a lot of booze, 

,@ndthen wrecking as much shitas possible (roughly 
in that order!). While there is certainly a positive 
aspect in such an undertaking, the Chaos Days 
were laid to rest in 1984, after three attempts, 
when a horde of brainless Exploited-Barmy Ammy- 
type punks went on a drunken rampage and 
annihilated the local autonomous center. Afterten 
years, it was decided to give it another try. 

The first day, Friday night, saw some major 
wreckage as approximately 500 punks rampaged 
through the city, smashing up store fronts, throw- 
ing stones and bottles, clashing with cops, etc. 
There were 175 arrest the first night, with another 
140 in the early hours of the next moming, most of 
whom were released the next day. In the early 
eveninghours of Saturday, massive conflicts broke 
out between nearly 1000 punk rioters and large 
numbers of riot control troops near a squat/ 
autnomous center. There were again many ar- 
rests. It was rumored that the police used this as 
‘an excuse to evictthe squatted center, which was 
fortunately just a rumor. A humorous highlight of 
the weekend was on Sunday moming when ap- 
proximately 60 punks disrupted a Sunday mass, 
attempting to storm the church, butwereheldback 


by riot cops. In all, there were about 600 arrests 
during the course of which the cops ran out of 
handcuffs! 

Meanwhile, the punks in Bremen weren't 
about to be outdone by the events in Hannover. 
Friday night saw a gig by DOOM and EXTINC- 
TION OF MANKIND (both from the UK) in a local 
youth center, situated in a district thatis especially 
endangered by gentrification. A police car re- 
sponded to a call from residents who complained 
about the noise. Ina seemingly suicidal mood, the 
two cops decided to go into the venue to make an 
announcement over the PA, asking forthe volume 
to be tumed down. DOOM, who were playing at 
the time, saw the cops come in, appropriately 
blasted into their legendary “Police Bastard,” set- 
ting the general atmosphere for the approximate 
100 punks in attendence. 

After retuming to their car, the police had 
found that their police carhadit’s reartires slashed 
by local Turkish youth. After their unsuccessful 
attempt to drive away with flat tires, they called for 
reinforcements and a tow truck. Shortly thereaf- 
ter, a small number of cops arrived on the scene 
along with a tow truck, which had it’s tires myste- 
riously slashedas well. Seeing the cops ina pretty 
dire situation, the punks started to pelt them with 
rocks and bottles, being joined by folks from the 
neighborhood who had heard the commotion. 
After.a short time, there were 250 rioters against 
a significantly smaller numberof cops. Itappears 
that most of the local cops were on loan to the 
Hannover city govemmentto help keep alidon the

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Chaotic Day in Germany * 


HANOVER, Germany, Aug. 6 
(Reuters) — Several hundred punk 
rockers rioted in Hanover during the 
night to-mark a so-called annual 
“Chaos Day,” the police said today. 

They said stones and bottles were 

hrown at police officers and passers- 
by in the center of the city. They said 
they had detained 180 people but that 
they expected to free them by the end 
of the day. About 150 punk rockers 
were still on city streets today, the 
police said. if 

Pamphlets distributed nationwide 
had called for two days of chaos 
against the “police and bourgeois big- 
wigs.” ; 

In the northern city of Bremen, the 
police clashed with youths who rioted 
after officials, responding to co! 
plaints about noise, tried to ay 
concert, the ice said.

Chaos Days. The confrontation developed into a 
full-fledged riot in which people looted stores, 
smashed store fronts and fought hopelessly out- 
numbered cops. There were over a dozen injured 
cops and very few arrests. 

In all, there was a about a half million dollars 
of damage inflected during the course of the 
weekend, the events making national prime-time 
news. Strangly enough, the media decided to mix 
thes riots in with the attacks on foreigners which 
happened elsewhere that weekend, painting a 
picture of violent, brutal youth. This type of rea- 
soning is usually reserved for fascist attacks to 
promote the idea of unpolitical violence against 
foreigners and asylum seekers, putting the blame 
on a gemerally violent youth population. Punk- 
inspired outbursts of violence are usually regarded 
as a form of left-wing terrorism by the media. So 
the events in Hannover were used to distort the 
reality of fascist violence in Germany. Another 
unfortunate aspect was the large number of ar- 
rests in Hannover, highlighting the fact the riots 
were mostly fueled by the drunken rage of a large 
number of Barmy Army punks who were too 
fucked up to run away when the going got tough. 
The riot in Bremen was a more naturally-grown 
affair, giving the local, mostly low-income resi- 
dents a way to release their anger at the 
gentrification going on in their area, as well as 
giving some trouble-loving punks an oppurtunity 
to tum the odds against the cops fora change.

A few of them hectically huried to the next phone 
booth when seeing us pass by. The concert itself 
wentover well, except for some fascists gathering 
some blocks away and driving by in safe distance 
to yell shit. After the gig, a convoy of cars went 
back to Berlin where most people came from. The 
city sign of terrortown was too tempting a trophey 
toleave behind, so the van atthe endof the convoy 
stopped to atleast geta souvenir. Atthis moment, 
a “Trabbi” (one of those East German plastic toy 
cars) sped by with five boneheads inside and was 
immediately chased by the van. When three cop 
cars with flashing blue lights came into sight in 
front, the Trabbi screeched to a halt and the 
boneheads jumped out and pelted the van with 
rocks andbottles—rightin front of the pigs. Having 
already suffered heavy damage from the bom- 
bardment, the people in the van saw no other way 
out than to accelerate and dart past the double 
roadblock, now chased by not only the Trabbi, but 
another car with fascists as well. The cops de- 
cided to do their job and looked the other way! At 
speeds of 110 km/h (if you have ever driven an 
East German road, you'll know what that means!) 
a breakneck chase developed. One car tried to 
slow down the van by blocking it from the front 
while the other car attacked the van from the rear. 
A rock flew through the rear window of the van to 
make way for the flares that the facists were now 
trying to shootinside. The passengers of the van 
shot back flares in ratum. This went on for some 
time, in which the fascists almost succeded a few 
times in running the van off the road, into almost 
certain death. On the way, several appoaching 
cars hit the ditch to avoid a frontal collision with 
three cars coming at them at full speed, throwing 
stuff at each other! Ata construction zone, the 
Trabbi was finally left behind a bit by evading a 

one-way street and heading across a field. 
Atan upcoming gas station, a group of about 
30 riot cops had come into sight so it was decided 
to pull up and hopefully get some protection, As 
soon as the van stopped near the cops and tried 
to get their attention, about 40 fascists charged 
the anti-fascists from behind the gas station, 
throwing rocks. The pigs didn’teven blinkand 
pretended to play dumb! Piling back into the 
van in record time, the anti-fascists pulled 
‘out of the station under fire and carreened to 
\ the highway. The exits all the way to Berlin 
were occupied by fascists, so there was no 
IÀ stopping along the way.... andyou thought 
si you had troubles with skins in your 

town... Í| say drop the big one!

On Thursday, April 28, ABC No Rio was 
served an eviction notice by our landlord, New 
York City's Department of Housing Preservation 
and Development (HPD). They had given until the 
end of May to vacate the premises. So far, legal 
maneuvering and a strong show of public support 
have delayed the eviction process. However, the 
City of New York has yet tocash a single rentcheck 
since the eviction was served and the future sur- 
vival of ABC No Rio is still in question. 

As many of you may know, ABC No Rio has 
been providing a space for underground culture for 
over 14 years. We have been host to painting, 
sculpture, music, poetry, film and performance art. 
We achieved legal tax-exempt status in 1990 and 
have received grants from numerous arts founda- 
tions, most recently the New York State Council on 
the Arts. Our program in the coming year promises. 
to be our busiest and most diverse yet. But only if 
we can stop the eviction.

ZURICH SQUATTERS 
vs. POLITICAL POLICE 


A Zirich-based squatters’ production group 
isto face trail in November for their release of their 
Gaara Sony movie Blutgeil (Horny for Blood), 
The movie, also titled Zurich Cop Eaters /Vis 
a story of a female junkie terrorist who has just 
obliterated 21 anti-drug squad cops with a hand 
grenade. Two surviving cops go on a private 
‘mission against here as well as other junkies and 
squatters. The characters in the movie are obvi- 
ously portrayed in an exaggerated, satirical manor, 
meant to illustrate and question the kinds of social 
prejudices people of different social groups have 
against each other, 

Just three days after the movies first official 
screening, 15 plain-clothes cops of the political 
Police (no joke!) and 18 uniformed cops of the riot- 
squad raided their house. They were treated toa 
police raid on their home, a day in solitary confine- 
ment and the confiscation boxes full of their per- 
‘sonal belongings and their works. Items confis- 
cated included albums from PSZYCHISZ TEROR 
(Kill Your Stereo or Someone Else's), cassettes 
from DER KLEINE HIRNFICK (THE LITTLE 
MINDFUCK), PSZYCHISZ TEROR live videos and 
copies of the Blutgeil video. Now the squatters are 
facing charges of up to three years imprisonment 
and fine 40,000 Swiss francs—only because they 
made a bad movie! 

The attack and raid is a clear window into the 
intentions of the police and local political establish- 
ment to humiliate and crush the squatters. In their 
overzealousness to find incriminating evidence 
against the squatters, the police confiscated 
children's books from a neighboring house before 
they realized they were in the wrong house. Not 
only did the police confiscate materials relating to 
the movie and other productions, they confiscated 
personal materials including letters and address 
books. On the day, seven people were arrested 
and held in solitary confinement, although three 
were obviously not related to the film. One non- 
Swiss person visiting at the time of the raid was 
expelled from the country on the same day. As 
well, the police filmed the raid as the squatters 
were awaken from their sleep, which was later 
shown on television. And the squatters thought 
their movie was an exaggeration... 

The production group which made the film, 
SSI which is a publishing outlet for the band 
PSZYCHISZ TEROR/DER KLEINE HIRNFICK, is 
initiating a campaign against censorship and is 
looking to make contacts with international anti- 
censorship movements abroad. As well, they are 
looking for people to help distribute their produc- 
tions around the world.

These rights are taken for granted in the 
United States, right? Not if you happen to be 
involved in the Puerto Rican independence move- 
ment. Not even after the United States in 1992 
ratified an intemational treaty guaranteeing such 
fights—the International Covenant of Civil and 
Political Rights. The treaty provides for a new 
signatory to report to the United Nations on what 
ithas done to comply with the treaty. The U.S. has 
yet to make this report. And so Ofensiva '92, on 
behalf of the campaign for the release of the 
Puerto Rican political prisoners held in U.S. pris- 
ons, recently submitted a report to the Clinton 
administration pointing out its failures to comply 
with the treaty and, of course, seeking compli- 
ance, beginning with the release of the prisoners. 

The Clinton administration, swom in during 
the United Nation's International Decade for the 
Eradication of Colonialism, inherited the lastdierect 
colony in the world, Puerto Rico. To date, it has 
taken no steps to comply with the first and most 
fundamental right articulated in the treaty—self- 
determination. While State Department 
spokespeople boast of their president's profound 
commitment to human rights which include self- 
determination, this administration, like previous 
administrations, blithely ignores the mandates of 
intemational law and the United Nations resolu- 
tions recognizing the Puerto Rican people's right 
to self-determination. But since the Senate rati- 
fied the treaty in 1992, making it part of U.S. law, 
the continued colonial domination of Puerto Rico 
now violates U.S. law as well. 

U.S. disreagard for intemational law has not 
been passive orbenignin the case of Puerto Rico. 
The U.S. and cooperative colonial administrations 
have disrupted, neutralized and attempeted to 
destroy the independence movement, with con- 
duct ranging from illegal spying on political gather- 
ings and collecting dossiers on participants to 
intervening in elections to forming death squads 
and assassinating activists. The highest colonial 
court oe met the Se Heated the 
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belief in independence as a crime. 

Today, almost two dozen Puerto Rican 
women and men are in prison for their action 
against the crime of colonialism. Most are enter- 
ing their 15th year in prison on politically punitive 
and lengthy sentences, after trials which violated 
the treaty and under conditions which violated the 
treaty. While the treaty calls for trial before an 
impartial, independent tribunal, these men and 
women were tried before anonymous juries poi- 
soned by vitriolic media coverage and tainted by 
unprecedented courthouse “security” and sen- 
tencad byjudges who, resenting their unapologetic 
commitment to the freedom of their people, gave 
them sentences far longer than those handed out 
to people convicted of any other criminal charge. 
If they had commited mere anti-social acts, they 
would have been released long ago, as the aver- 
age time served for homicide is around 7 years, 
Instead, they have served twice that long, and 
those who have sought release on parole have 
been told they mustserve another 15 years before 
such release would even be considered. 

As ifthe lifelong sentences were not enough 
punishment (in one trial, 10 women and men were 
sentenced to an average term of over 70 years), 
prison authorities, ignoring the treaty’s prohibition 
of cruel, inhuman and degrading treatment, have 
placed them in prisons designed to break the 
human spirit, committed acts of physical and psy- 
chological violence against them, and punished 
them for their continuing dedication to the inde- 
pendence of their country. 

President Clinton’s human rights staff boast 
not just of their leader's abstract commitment to 
human rights, but also assert that he is a man of 
action. His “firmly held beliefs” have not yet led 
him to grant the fundamental right to self-determi- 
nation to Puerto Rico, orto release those in prison 
who soughtto exercise thatright. Lastfall, Ofensiva 
'92 sent him a formal aplication for the prisoners’ 
immediate and unconditional release. The pend- 
ing application provides a unique way for the U.S. 
to make a gesture of good faith and come into 
compliance with the provisions of this newly rati- 
fied treaty. Call the president at 202-456-1111 
and ask him to release the Peurto Rican political 
prisoners as the first step in meeting the require- 
ments of the trety.

A PLEA TO THE COMMUNITY 
BY SHAKA SHAKUR 


Sistas and Brothas, asi sithere behind these walls 
— walls of torture and obstacles from justice, 
checkpoints against truth and enforcers of silence 
— i reach’out to you behind your walls, not just 
behind da walls of poverty, drug abuse, police 
brutality, not just behind da walls of infant mortal- 
ity, unemployment and general oppression, but 
behind da walls of your mind, to appeal to your 
sense of justice and morality, your sense of righ- 
teousness and fair play, to your sense of outrage! 

i reach out to you from inside a prison control 
unit that has. been condemned for human rights 
violations by Amnesty Intemational, a prison that 
practices behavior modification and sophisticated 
forms of torture, the Maximum Control Complex 
(Supermax) at Westvilee, Indiana. 

ihave been in prison sincei was 16 years old, 
a total of 11 years, charged with da wrong crime. 
On July 26, 1983, i was convicted of attempted 
robbery and given a sentence of 30 years. i was 
16 years old, and it was my first offense as an 
adult. 


CONTRADICTIONS OF CASE 


On November 13, 1982, i and two other 
teenagers were in da process of breaking into a 
house. A man suddenly came to da door, and i 
asked “Is Chris home?” No other words were 
exchanged. During this time da victim, who was a 
guncollectorand gun smith known tohave several 
weapons in da house, tried to close the door and 
go fora weapon. Ina moment of panic and fear, 
ifired two shots, andi and da two other teenagers 
took off running as shots were fired at us. 

During da course of da trial, da victim testified 
that i did not try to rob him. He testified that at no 
point in time did i say “This is a stick-up” or take 
money or property from him. The victim testified 
that he was only asked a question and then shot 
as he tried to shut the door. By law this does not 
constitute robbery. 

During da trial i introduced evidence that i 
was intoxicated and under da influence of other 
drugs during da perpatration of da crime. By law, 
this evidence should have been wieghed by da 
jury during their deliberation. Instead,-da judge’ 
specifically instructed da jury to disregard all evi- 
dence regarding intoxification, thatit did not apply 
to da crime of attempted robbery, which is a 
misstatomentofda law. So in my case da jury was 
instructed to outright disregard a critical part of da 
defense evidence. 


From day one Si arastand alsi bavo; 
maintained that i was charged with da wrong 
crime. i was denied a fair trial, tried and convicted 
by a biased judge, and given an excessivly harsh 
sentence. 


PRISON EXPERIENCE 


Indacourse of serving 11 years, ihave spent 
most of my time in segregation because of my 
efforts to teach and organize other prisoners to 
fight for their human and civil rights and in the 
process transform their charactors to a higher 
level of awareness. A higher social, cultural 
awareness of history and the political machinery 
that govems ourlives. To not only become aware. 
ofit but to make a conscious decision to change it. 

i believe in Black Self Reliance with strong 
emphasis on history and culture. i believe that a 
lot of da social ills that Black people in particular 
suffer would not continue if Black people had 


awareness of da causes of these social ills and 
organized amongst Ourselves to eliminate those 
causes, thereby depending on Self instead of 
waiting on others. i believe that Black people 
constitute a Nation in america and have the right 
as people to contro! Our own destiny, to decide 
Our own future and to contro! Our own future and 
to contro] Our own institutions in Our own best 
interest. 

For the past 11 years, i have spent most of 
my time reading and studying. Despite my at- 
tempts to improve myself and better prepare my- 
self to be an asset to da Black Community upon 
my release, i have been viciously attacked and 
victimized by da Indiana Department of Correc- 
tions. Because i am perceived to be a revolution- 
ary-minded prisoner and perceived to have influ- 
ence amongst other prisoners, i have been con- 
stantly transferred from prison to prison, some- 
times over 200 miles away from family, until iam. 
finally isolated inside Indiana's newest and tight- 
est security prison, 

i became interested in Black history and 
political science while being held in solitary con- 
finement for 5 consecutive years, where i was 
locked ina cell for 23 to 23 1/2 hoursa day. i used 
this time to transformed my character and prin- 
ciples and decided to commit my life to taking a 
stance against injustice and oppression: perpe- 
Sesto poe EAGT Black paap butallpeople.

tions, mass petitions, lawsuits, hungerstrikes and 
advocated da right of prisoners to defend them” 
selves against physical attacks/beatings by cor- 
mupt, often-times racist guards.

{have sustained an injury (ithink a pinched nerve) 
and am not getten any treatment for da pain, iam tryin 
to have calls of letters sent to de commissioners office 
protesting de denial of adequate medical treatment. i 
would appreciate any presure you can aply from your 
end. Here is some info you may need. 

For a litle over a month i have been experiencing 
varying degrees of pain to my left side in de area of my 
kidney. De pain later moved and intensified right below 
my kidney and reaching from there down to my left calf, 
concentrating on de hip. ican feel de muscles pulling 
whenever i attempt to apply pressure on my left leg, sit 
down for any length of time and try to stand, etc. 

i went to see de so-called doctor on 6/27 and he 
told me to stop excerising, which was his examination. 


He refused to examine me and after i protested he 
prescribed me with some motrin without diagnosis. i 
went back a week later and de same thing was re- 
peated. i went back on 7/6 and after a confrontation ho 
prescribed me with a generic muscle relaxer and still 
refused to examine me or make a diagnosis... De 
demands should be that ibe given proper examination 
at WCC or Memorial Hospital, 2.) That ibe given some 
medication for pain and a muscle relaxer and dat a 
competent doctor take de time to properly diagnose my 
illness... i've already filed grievances, complaints, etc. 
They are aware of de problem.

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Interview by Bill Weinburg, 
taken from The Shadow #32 
(seereviewforaddress) This 
interview was conducted on 
April 9, in the heart of the 
Lacad6n Selva, Chiapas 
State, Mexico. 


What kind of support do you need from sympa- 
thizers in the United States? What should we 
be doing? 

Well, we have a lot of necessities here be- 
cause the federal army has surrounded us. For 
our troops, that is not a problem, but the civilian 
population here is suffering alot. The lack neces- 
sities like food, clothes, medicine. Even the chil- 
dren, Ourpeople, the civilian people here, cannot 
go to the city to buy such necessities, because the 
federal amy can take them prisoner and “disap- 
pear’ them. So our people are under very strong 
conditions of war, even if itis not one of bullets and 
guns now, but the “dirty war” that the govemment 
is making against us. The only chance that we 
have is support from other people; from the 
Meixicans and from the Mexicans in other parts of 
the world. |mean we know thatin the States there 
are a lot of people whose families are Mexican 
Indian people... 


But what about anglos and other folks who 
aren’t Mexican or Inidan who support the 
struggle? What can we do? 

We have a lot of necessities. The first con- 
cems the federal govemment—the govemmentof 
Salinas. They have made a big lie about our 
country. They say that our country is free, without 
serious economic or social problems, a good 
partner forthe NAFTA. His govemmentis making 
a big publicity campaign for other people in other 
parts of the world, principally the United States, 
So itis imperitive for us that the world know that 
Mexican people, especially Indian people, are not 
in the life condition that Salinas says—as you can 
see in this trip that you have made here. We need 
people in the United States to make counter- 
propaganda to that of the Mexican federal govem- 
ment, and get out the truth, against the lie of 
Salinas. 

Salinas wants to isolate our struggle, contain 
it to only one part of Mexico, and only one part of 
Chaipas. He says.thatwhatwe are fighting for are 
Llama horo in the country. Butitis a 

gain. He made an agreement with Canada 


~ j and the United States in NAFTA. When he shook 
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hands on this agreement, he was playing with the 
lives of a lot of Indian people: You cannot shake 
hands on an agreement like this without staining 
your hands with blood, 

But the Federal govemmentis very sophisti- 
ci ithits publicity. Ifthe truth is knownin other 
parts of the W6Hd, especially in the United States, 
itwouldbe a greathelp tous: Thatis the first thing. 

‘There is another kind of help. you can see 
that there are many children without anything— 
without food, without health care, without educa- 
tion, without good houses. So organizations that 
help the poor in other parts of the world should 
notice us. Our movement is a true movement. 
There are no strangers or foreigners behind us. 
We are all Mexicans, and the big majority of our 
army are Indian people, We think the government 
is lying to us with their promises to solve our 
problems. We don't have trust anymore in this 
govemment. But our needs remain, and maybe 
we have to rely on people in other parts of the 
world to help us. | repeat, our troops are sur- 
rounded, and the civilian population here needs 
such necessities as food and clothes... 


Who can we work with here in Mexico to get 
you donations? 

One was is through the non-govemmental 
organizations here in Mexico, like the Red Cross, 
the nongovemment human rights groups, the Dio- 
cese of Bishop Samuel Ruiz. Or come here 
yourselves, and we will receive this help with 
plenty of thanks. 


If we can get through the army checkpoints... 

Well, the federal army doesn't interfere with 
American people, because they are afraid of the 
American goverment. 


Some of your early statements backin the first 
days of the uprising in January spoké about 
fighting forsocialism, andmarching on Mexico 
City. Almost immediately, your rhetoric 
changed to what it is now—demands for de- 
mocracy and indigenous autonomy. So what 
prompted the change? And when you talk 
about “socialism”, what do you mean? What 
kind of socialism? Socialism like Cuba? 

The directorate of our army has never spo- 
ken about Cuban or Soviet socialism. He have 
spoken about the basic rights of the human. Edu- 
cation, housing, health, food, land, good pay for 
our work, democracy, liberty, Some people may 
callthis socialism. Butitdoesn'tmatterwhatname 
you give these demands. In Mexico there is no 
democracy, So itdoesn’tmatter what you think, or 
what your political goal is. Because only the 
Political goal of the govemment party wins—al- 
ways wins. 2 

We say, make a democratic space, make 





enough liberty so that you can explain yourideas. 


Itdoesn’t matter what kind of ideas—communism 
or socialism or capitalism or /o que quiere, what- 
ever you want. With democracy and liberty, you 
can tell the people, “I want this, follow me.” And if 
the majority follow you, you will win. But this 
doesn't exist. Now, it doesn’t matter if the people 
follow you, what kind of govemment you want, or 
your political ideas. The people don’t matter for 
the government. It is always the govemment’s 
political ideas and economic projects which are 
imposed on the people. so we don’t want any 
more of this. We want to find ways to resolve our 
own problems. When there is democracy, we can 
decided which leaders we agree with—and by 
“we,” I mean the people, not the Zapatista army. 

The federal goverment does not represent 
us, We want to follow our own Mexican way to 
democracy and liberty and justice.

you can see, with good work and some technol- 
ogy, could produce. 









taking land aeway from the ganaderos [ranch- 
ers] and fincas [plantations], and giving it to 
the campesinos? 

Yes. This is the second way to make a better 
life for our peasants, | mean, this land was 
originally forthe Indian people. The white people, 
the big farmers and the ranchers, imposed their 
force over the Indian people and pushed them up 
into the mountains. You can see that here the 
good|andis on the fincas—the plains, the valleys. 
The Indians have the rocky lands in the moun- 
tains, Butthe Indian sees the good land belowand 
says, “Originally, this was my land, so | have the 
right to recover it.” 

The big farmer says, “They have stolen my

And what about Socialism? 

The kind of life we want—life with good food, 
good land, good health, good education, good 
work, democracy, independence, justice and 
peace—if you want to call it socialism, OK call it 
that. But we are not a cliché of Cuban socialism, 
or Castrismo or Sendero Luminoso. If youwantto 
call it Mexican socialism or the Mexican way to 
liberty, that’s a good name for it. 


Have you been influenced by anarchism atall, 
especially Magonismo, the Mexican anarchist 
tradition? 

Basically, all of our thoughts about the work- 
ers and campesinos and the revolution are taken 
from Flores Magon, Francisco Villa, Emiliano 
Zapata. Their ideas about the farm workers, the 
workers in the cities, the hopes of liberty, are our 
inspiration for this movement. 


You've said that you don’t want any more 
ecological reserves for the Lacandón Selva. 
How do you envision what remains of Mexico’s 
last rainforest? 

Well, look. We don't agree with this preoccu- 
pation with the trees over the death of our people. 
We say, we want trees, we want mountains. But 
we also want a dignified life for our people. So we 
say, ifthe goverment makes a good plan and the 
people have what they need, they will not have to 
attack the trees and mountains. But the govem- 
ment just declares by decree that there will be no 
more cutting of trees. 

We say, we don't want to cut the trees. 
Because the mountain is very important for Indian 
people. Itis a part of their tradition and their 
history. So we agree, we say, “No, there shouldbe 
No more cutting of trees—but give me life condi- 
tions for another way, so | will no longer have the 
necessity to cut the trees. | will take good care of 
this mountain, | will take good care of these trees, 
and | will take care for the future of my child, from 
one generation to another generation. But now 
my people have no other way to live other than to 
cut trees and bum them. Thatis the only way that 
we can find land.” | mean there are no tractors, 
here there is no machinery; there is nothing forthe 
Indian people. There is no option butto cut trees, 
bum them, and put seed to the land. It doesn’t 
matterhow the landis taken when you are hungry. 

The average production here from one hect- 
are is less than half what it is in other parts of the 
country. In other parts of the country, it is about 
eight tons per hectare. Here in the Selva 
Lacandéna the’average is about a half-tone per 
hectare. There is no justice for us. And out land, 
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land, they have stolen my cattle.” But my people 
say, “Before you were even bom, my grandpar- 
ents made their life here.” 

So, ourlands cannot produce with this injus- 
tice. We need redistribution of the land, But that 
is not all we need. 


¿Que más? 

We need roads, water, schools, hospitals, 
technology—ike tractors, like planes. So even if 
the land is producing, the next question is the 
price. You can grow a good crop of coffee, but 
when you take it to the city, the coyote, the 
intermediary, thinks, “You don’t speak Spanish, 
so | can lie to you and cheat you.” You can bring 
in one hundred pounds of coffee and he will say 
itis only fifty. He will say thatthe quality isn’tgood, 
and he can only pay you half the price. And you 
have to walk four or five days from your village to 
get to the city; so you just take the money. You 
can't bear the thought of carrying your hundred 
pounds of coffee back to the village. 

So the Indian people face very complex 
structures of exploitation. I've implicated the 
federal govemment, the big farmers, the coyotes, 
the municipal govemments, the police, the army. 
Overall these there are a lot of people living with 
the blood of Indian people. People don’t under- 
stand this in their countries. They think that 
Mexico is Acapulco, it's Canctin, It's puerto 
Vallarta, Guadalajara, Monterrey, Mexico City. 
They think that the indians justmake pretty clothes; 
they are curiosities, They cannot even imagine 
that these people are dying. 


There's been speculation that helicopters 
which were donated to Mexico by the United 
States for the War on Drugs have been used 
againstthe civilian population here in Chiapas. 
Do you see the War on Drugs as a significant 
factor in the militarization of Mexico and In- 
dian lands? a 

There's no speculation. the people saw the 
choppers that said PGR [the Mexican Attomey 
General's office], and we know that the American 
govemment gives the PGR choppers to fight 
against drug dealers. But everybody knows that 
there are no drugs in our territory. The DEA 
knows it. The federal army knows it. The PGR 
knows it. All they have to do is lookat their maps 
and their satallite pictures. 

The Indian people who were attacked from 
these helicopters with machine guns andbombs— 
they don’t have anything, If they were trafficking 
drugs—well, look at theirhouses. Where are the 
big trucks; the luxury? 


Alot of people, even journalists, saw these 











choppers fightin San Christobal, fight 
in Ocosingo, fight in Altamirano, fight 
in Las Margaritas. We sent a letter to 
Bill Clinton about this problem, and we 
never received an answer. The chop- 
pers are even now in the airport at 
Tuxtla Gutierrez, ready to strike again. 


Would you supportthe legalization of drugs to 


What about land redistributon? What about | undercut this kind of militarization? 


Well, we must think about this, reflect on it, 
But our problems are very urgent. | mean, our 
problem is dire survivial, and our principal work is 
in this direction. 


During the 1980's in Guatemala and El Salva- 
dor, after rebel movements emerged, there 
was terrible repression, Whole villages were 
massacred. How do you hope to avoid sucha 
scenerio in Chiaps? 

The only way is that our movement becomes 
national. If our war gains support all around the 
country, then army can't take one place and make 
a total effort against us. If the war is only here, of 
course the federal amy can put all of its force 
against us. but if there are a lot of guerrillas, or 
social movements, against the goverment, we 
can divide their forces, 

In any case, our people are prepared for 
resistance. We are training the civilian people to 
resist an attack. But this resistance will cost a lot, 
So it would be better if there was a push against 
the government, if there was civil pressure on the 
government to change direction, not in their own 
interests, but in the interests in the people of 
Mexico. The political exit would be better. | hope 
that possible. But if itis not possible, we will 
continue the war. 





What do you think is to be learned from the 
expereince of the rebels in Guatemala, who 
often let the Indian civil population suffer the 
worst of the repression? 

Well, we think our principal effort must be 
directed toward a national revolutionary move- 
ment that could incorporate a lot of forces. Not 
only the forces of the Zapatista National Liberation 
Amy. | mean, other political forces, cultural 
forces. Our problems are the same problems 
faced in other parts of the country. We are 
learning about what happened in other parts of 
Latin America, Guatemala, El Salvador, Nicara- 
gua. When the guerrilla provided the direction of 
the movments, there were a lot of problems of 
division, unity became impossible. So we must 
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Are you optimistic that there can be a peaceful 
solution, or do you think that there’s going to 
be more violence? 

We see a lot of signs of violence. We don’t 
see any signal of peace. We are very skeptical 
about the peace process, Some parts of the 
govemment say, “OK, make a deal,” But other 
parts of the govemment say, “No, the strong hand 
is better.” The big farmers don't want peace, they 
just want to protect their land, and they don't want 
the Indians to live in the same state as the white 
people. | mean, big farmers have been educated 
to think that they are the aristocracy. They think 
the Indian people should only serve the white 
people. Equality? They don’t want to hear about 
it, Youare dealing with very reactionary people. In 
their minds, it is still centuries ago. So we are 
making an effort for peace, butif itis impossible... 


You're prepared. 

We'll fight, of course, We are prepared for along 
war. I'm talking about uears and years of war, 
throughout the mountains of southeast Mexico. 


Do you think there’s a threat of US military 
intervention? 

Whenever we talk to the American media, we 
say “We don’twantto attack the White House. We 
want to live with dignity.” Our demands are the 
same demands of the American people—| mean, 
the average American people. So why should 
they want to fight us? 


Because the American governmenthas awhole 
lot riding on NAFTA. 

But do you want a NAFTA with blood on it? 
We don't want a NAFTA written with the blood of 
Indian people. If you wanta NAFTA, make some 
kind of reform to incorporate Indian people. be- 
cause Indian people will die without a fight. This 
is ourmessage to the American people. Letuslive 
with dignity, understand us. If you understan our 
situation, our reasons for fighting, the American 
people will not want to go fight against Mexican 
People, We are trusting in this.

Active Distribution has made a prominent impact on the DIY punk scene in recent years, 
spreading it’s web of connections across the UK, Europe and beyond. I first: came in contact 
with Jon Active when he was recommended to take over distribution of Profane Existence for 
Britain. Jon agreed, but only if we devoted a two-page spread to nudes of BBC radio soap 
opera personalities. We found that idea was a little hard to swallow so we: compromised. with 
two pages of Jon Active (sorry no nudes though..). After meeting the man behind the 
movement (so to speak) on several occasions, we finally hammered out a decent set of 
interview questions to keep all parties interested, including you dear reader. This interview 
was conducted by mail, telephone and via fax machine during the first half of 1994. During 
this time, Jon was made redundant at his job with Alternative Tentacles and is having to 
grapple with the decision of doing Active Distribution full time. Some parts of this interview 
were completed with the help of PE contributor and Active shitworker Ted. Read on... 


(Mandatory dumb question) How long have 
you been doing Active and what inspired you 
to start it? 
I've been doing “Active” since | teamed up 
with a woman called Susy who was doing a distro 
called “Perjury” and we spent 3 months of 1989 
trying to agree on aname! Before that! was doing 
astall/distribution basedin Swansen anda benefit 
tape distro for local Hunt Saboteurs. I first started 
to sell/distribute “propaganda” to people at school 
Justbefore C.N.D. became bigin the 1980's, |used 
to give out anti-nuclear leaflets and sell the “Fight 
War not Wars” badges. | was 14, hated school, 
and all forms of authority | had so far come up 
against, | hated the way the other kids seemed 
to just goalong with the daily shit, so bloody 
normal! and! knew | hadto'do something’ 
to stand apart for my own self respect as 
muchasto try to change the status quo. 


Didyou ever expectitto get so big? 
Whatis the focus of your distribu- 
tion, both in terms of area of cov- 
erage and the kinds of things you 
stock? 

Active isn't so big if you com- 
pare itto genuine “businesses” that 
others have setup re: AK Press, or 
SUMA wholefoods! but yeah, for a 
DIY/punk/non-profitdistro we seem 
tobe'big'. I guessit's partofmy way 
ofoperating, my stalls at gigs 6 years 
ago always dwarfedall the otherstalls! 
The reason is though that l'm trappedin 
a savage circle of trying to shift propa- 
ganda/ideas that come in the form of books, 
magazines and such, and punks/people are only 
interested in merchandise and music. | only 
originally started to sell records because it was a 
way of enticing the apathetic “punkers” to the stall 
(and because quick record/t-shirt sales subsi- 
dized selling books cheap). So | end up getting 
more and more stuff to keep ‘the kids’ interested! 

The focus of Active is to get people to edu- 
cate themselves from information that they either 
would not because of price, or could not because: 
of accessibility getting a hold of. We stock books, 
mags, leaflets, pamphlets, records, tapes, C.D.'s, 
posters, badges, t-shirts, almost anything as long 
as it's anarchist or suitably radical/ revolutionary. 


Do you think that distributing to shops is 
against the idea of an independent DIY distri- 
bution network? How do you reach people 
who don’tregularly come to gigs and buy from 
stalls? 

“What is DIY?" is your question in essence, 
and | the Godfather of UK DIY will tell you .... 
a'hum* If someone puts outa record for example, 
all by themselves and sells it to a shop with a 
guaranteed price that they are happy with then | 
don’t see a problem with that. Obviously if the 
shop isn't a CO-OP or punk owned ete, I'd con- 
sider that this devalued the ‘DIY’ factor of the 
product, butnotentirely. The ideal of aDIY culture 
is thata ‘product’ is kept within the DIY network as 
much as possible from production to ‘customer, 
(sorry about all this “capitalist” terminology!) but it 
may be financially impossible to rely solely on the 
DIY scene to pay (quick enough) for the cost of 
producing a product, and so a label may be forced 
to sell to non-DIY distros/shops to survive. It’s 
always possible foraband/label to be DIY friendly, 
to support the underground scene by selling stuff 
cheaper to DIY distro's, and to use pay no more 
than prices on their releases. 

‘Reaching a wider audience’ is a really cli- 
ched argument used so often for justifying things 
like signing to EMI, or ‘getting on Top of the Pops’ 
(UK TV program). As | see itthereis plenty of work 
to be done revolutionizing the ‘punk’ scene, there 
is also plenty of opportunities for the DIY scene to 
be a little more imaginative and do stalls, demo's 
at events other than ‘gigs’, where the ‘wider auci- 
ence’ exists. We do mailorder, and we supply to 
friendly/radical shops. 

‘also think that much more can be made of 
targeting people when they are in a ‘receptive’ 
attitude, this does not mean just trying to convert 
strikers, pickets and those already in some form of 
protest but also giving out information with the 
revolutionary perspective to such things as cin- 
ema goes who have been to see films that touch 
on ‘issues’, In The Name of the Father, or Last of 
the Mohicans-Indigenous American struggle. 

Free magazines like P.E. are an excellent 
way of getting the message out, P.E. maybe alittle 
too threateningly ‘punk fora lot of normal people 
but for others it may be just the thing! What's 
crucial, and a lot of people fall into this trap, is not 
tothink ofpunk/DIY/anarchism as something that's 
gonna change things overnight, or in afew years, 
however much effort you and | put into it. Maybe 
itwill one day, but what's worth itis getting through 
to the one or two people who do break out of 
‘society’ and start to think for themselves. I'd 
never suggest giving up on society but a realistic 
look at radical politics in history gives you a sense 
of perspective as to our real effect. (* = humor) 


You have very specific views on the whole CD 
debate, what do you think of people who 

























































threaten boycotts of DIY distributors whostock 
CD's? 

CD's are a rip-off, there's no doubt that even 
in the U.S. where they are almost half the price 
they are in Europe, they've been pushed on the 
consuming public as anew product we musthave 
and they've made a lot of money out of us again! 

Having said that, CD's are excellent when it 
comes to sound reproduction and a lot more 
economical than viny! being up to 80 minutes long. 
There's no reason why the DIY punks shouldn't 
produce CD's and distro them as we do vinyl. We 
Never owned the means of production of vinyl and 
we don’t for CD's, whether you like the format or 
prefer 12" cardboard covers is a personal choice. 
| find CD's a lot better when I'm working because 
they'll go on forever. | have some admiration for 
those who boycott CD's, | always like extremists 
within a ‘movement’, it keeps you thinking! but to 
be honest! think theirarguments are short-sighted 
and probably justrepresentthe desperate cravings 
of vinyl junkies who can see their supply drying 
up!* (* = humor) 


‘Stocking both a variety of punkas well as non- 
punk political stuff, do you ever find yourself 
defending the activist contributions of punk 
from the non-punk political scene? 

No [but] | have in the past, the simplest 
answer to those who attack ‘punk’ anarchism as 
being elitist or “alienating to the masses" is that it 
wasn’t forme! Then | also find/know that many of 
the activists who criticize ‘punk’ nowadays were 
hippies or punks in the past! But its not a big 
problem for Active because we do notconcentrate 
exclusively on punk product, we're anarchist first 
and also punk second. 


Whatdo you think punk contributes to the over 
all rev. movement or is it just another tired 
fashion repeating empty slogans of rebellion? 

Punks spawned anarchist punk and that in 
the UK at least gave us a huge boost of interest 
and numbers to the revolutionary movements. 
Many people who today may look casual but still 
consider themselves activists, come from the po- 
litical punk scene of the early 1980's. Many more 
shouted slogans but never thought itout for them- 


selves, as l've said we should always be asaware 
of the weaknesses in our own movement as the 
weaknesses of those we attack. Punk music still 
contributes directly by means of benefit gigs, 
records, promoting ‘causes’ in the music media 
and still bringing ‘new blood’ into the scene. ‘Yes 
Sir | will’ and ‘Have a Nice Day’ by Crass say it 
pretty well. 

Punk has kept me from jumping off a cliff 
many times and | guess that's the same fora lot of 
others. 


Being among the ‘older’ UK punk crowd, do 
you ever feel disconnected from the direction 
that the punk scene is moving? What keeps 
you still active when friends fade out of the 
scene? 

How delicately put! Yeah, well as an ‘old 
codger’, | find going to gigs very depressing for the 
most part. | was at the ABC NO RIO recently and 
| was just so tumed off by the punks ‘dancing’ it's 
pretty much the same at big gigs in the UK where 
allthe young kids think it's so cool to jump on stage 
and then jump off again on top of peoplel! Stage 
diving- sucha moronic idea. | remember with love 
the old gigs with S.LF., The Damned, UK Subs 
etc. when we jumped around like mad, and did 
whatever we wantedto do without punchingpeople, 
yeah it was physical but not violent, people who 
went down were picked up real quick. Now it 
seems you gotta prove yourself- fuck thatshit. I'm 
for ‘silly prancin’ not ‘macho dancing’ as Mush- 
room Attack (| think) say. The other thing is that! 
find there's little to inspire me noise wise, there 
seems to be thousands of punks desperate to 
reveal their individuality and rebellion by imitating 
Discharge-who became such abunch of wankers!! 
Get real you lot! 

Still, there's some people still involved and 
some bands who though | think they sound boring 
have real attitude. | hope to find some new bands. 
that got me moving—I reckon Schwartzeneggar 
are going to be ‘hot - but for the most part, | still 
listen to my old tapes from the early 80's.

Did moving to London change your perspec- 
tive on the radical struggle and do you find an 
urban setting more conducive to spreading 
areas? 

Moving to London wasn'ta big deal forme as 
Id spent a lot of time hitching to and from it for 
several years, but living here certainly made me 
aware of a few things that are (almost) unique to 
London within the UK. Squatting was the first and 
most obvious difference, although I'd known and 
visited squats before (they do exist outside of 
London, but on a smaller scale) it's not until you 
make that jump from being a rent paying tenant to 
actually taking a home for your own and living 
outside of the ‘property theft culture’. The freedom 
from rent-book financial hassle is countered by the 
hassle from the law but ultimately it felt real good 
to be living outa principle of anarchism (!2), taking 
direct control over our right to housing back from 
the system. 

London also is unique as a center for so may 
visitors, | meet hundreds of comrades, punks etc. 
from all over the world just because everyone 
seems to pass through London at some point 
where as most will never have even heard of 
Swansen for instance! 

This gives you a good chance to hear about 
events and situations first hand from those who 
experience such things. The potential to be more 
active in a city like London is great, and inspiring, 
there's always something going on be it open like 
demos, or meetings or secret they are many 
‘legitimate’ targets in London. Trouble is though 
that the shit thathappens here is alot greater too! 
If London had changed me, and friends wamed 
me that it would, then it has made me harder, less 
tolerant, and | find it much easier to be motivated 
byhats now, rather than love. The urban concept 
deprives us ofourcontact with life, with nature and 
helps capitalism alienate: us. from ourselves; it's 
easy to let the enormity of the city and all it's 
concentrated human misery get you down - oops

In your experi- 
ences with distributing radical propaganda, 
what are some of the best examples you have 
come across of materials which break down 
this barrier? 

| believe that we should attack all fronts as 
much as possible, itstory shows that rarely is one 
method enough to change anything, | might find 
big demos boring and a waste of my time but they 
may be essential and inspiring to others. Whatis 
‘dry’ and ‘uncaptivating’ might tum me on! 

I think books like Breaking Free; The Revo- 
lutionary Adventures of Tin Tinis a superb way of 
getting the message across, it's comic form is 
funny, accessible, and imaginative. ‘Kids’ buy 
Breaking Free when they'dneverbuy Malatesta or 
Chomsky but will pick it up because it’s a laugh. 
Street propaganda has to be interesting; it should 
be clear what the message is but without ‘preach- 
ing’ it like the SWP / comic tabloids do, people 
have to be able to think stuff through for them- 
selves, 

Often fiction can be a greater inspiration, a 
better way of getting ideas across to people, 
Ursula Le Guin’s The Dispossessed of Gilliand’s 
The Free, ate both books that moved me as did 
countless films like The Grapes of Wrath, Viva 
Zapata and Bunul's films. Anarchists aren't 
bound to fight for our behalf within the confines of 
electioneering, we've got to use every resource 
fund possibility we can, with imagination, 





You recently had the experience of visiting the 
States for a couple of weeks. Were there any 
stark differences between the radical scenes 
in the UK and Europe and the US? Were there 
any surprising similarities as well? 

Yeah, well the States are pretty fuckin’ big, 
we drove a 2000 mile trip and hardly touched the 
surface, and2 weeks ain’tlong. The radical scone 
looked in a way very similar, you've got the same 
fucked up drug and drink saturated losers [What 
did you just call us?—ed] we have, you've got 
pointless inter-revolutionary feuds like we have, 
You've got old dogged intellectuals producing pa- 
pers for what appears to be their own satisfaction 
ratherthan propaganda, and you've got some real 
‘cool’, sussed, hard-working anarchists as well!

You are quite outspoken in your ideas about

been one of the few highlights of 
the Gemman DIY scene in the past few years. 
Improving from record to record to finally 
achieve a highly atmospheric, intense sound, 
they try to push forward from their punk roots. 
Interviewed in Berin around March 94' by 
Y@hoo were Tobias (guitar) and Tom (bass). 
PE: Why don’t you start out by telling a bit 


about! how'theband: gotstarted back when the _ 


GDRistill existed?" Tae 
Tobias», Wol „Ambush in its present:fom, 
didn’t exist back then but! was in anotherband 
with our former bassist many years ago. We 
were playing more traditional German, punk 
stuff, pretty simple and crude. 

PE: Where did you get the instruments? | 
would think that they Were Very expensive in 
those days? 

Tobias: bought my guitarin something like a 
second hand store, itwasn’tthat expensive. It 
would probably cost as much for me to buy a 
guitar today, because I worked back then and 
now | don’t,-so /have less money, 

PE: Was the: guitar from t the west? 

Tobias: No, lithink it was from Czechoslova- 
kia. There wasn'ta big choices, You hadto pay 
astronomical amounts for Westem made in- 
struments, Forexample, the Gasio Keyboard 
we use now cost around 24000 marks and 
most people anly made about 500-800 marks 
a month 

PE: HoW did you first get involved in punk, 
where did you get music and information? 
Tobias: Well, | was orginally a bit of a hippy. 
1 came- from a relatively cuss city: at 


naturally, | got ron to varous noaa 
subcultures, and eventually got to‘héar a few 
famous;Gernanipunk bands: | > 
PE:/I know that recorts-wara Vety rare < 
hard to gèt so how wasusi passed on? 
Tobias: lhađa fWiriendswhó esĉäped tothe 
West'and they sent over tapes which would 
then be copi¢d fa everyone who wantedthem. 


Anybody.who got hold of some punk stuff from 
thowost Mada ‘copies for his tende and that 


was passed on from there. It was indeed 
expensive to buy records and you didn't get 
them in a store but had to buy from th 
blackmarket, “Ah LP cost around 100-150 
Marks, but that'snotsobad, Backin the GDR, 
there was nothing you could buy with your 
salary so you might as well spend it on over- 
priced records. Money didn't play such an 
important role. 

PE: Was it possible to see punk bands live 
sometimas? 

Tobias: Well, once in a while, there would be 
gigs but you had to drive 200-300 km to get 
there. Itwas either official dance halls or open 
airmusic fastivals Which weren’ 'texplicitly punk. 
It was more of an overall underground music 
thing. Thére were ecasional concert halls in 
small villages OF private parties where bands ~ 
could play. Butyou have to really differentiate 
because in the late 80's there were two differ- 
ent levels of punk. Thera were those under- 
ground bands that played with almost official 
approval, supported by the Party institutions in 
state-sponsoredyouth centers. Andthen there: 
was the total uiderground which was in com- 
plete oppasition to the State. These punk 
bands only played at parties or in church halls 
which were considered relatively safe areas 
from the State police, 

PE: How did you manage’ to move to East 
Berlin? Asfaras| know, itwasniteasy fomove 
from town to town. 

Tobias: Yes, it wasn’t easy but | knew a few 
people who moved to East Berlin before me 
and had squattedempty apartments and some- 
times even whdlé houses. So before making 
the finalmove, Ieame to Berlin and picked out 
an empty apartment, With all the empty. build. 
ings left to rot; it Wasn’ta big problem. | went 
back, got my stuff, moved in and lived in quite 
adventurous circumstances for a while. 

PE: Did you have water and electricity? 
Tobias: Yes, we just hooked it up ourselves. 
PE: Were the squats tolerated by the Secret 
Police? 

Tobias: Well, it was a different thing than the 
squats today. First of all, it wasn't such a 





toliveand there- 
going out and just 
moving into empty places. rou also didn’t make 
it public, but tried to keep it as secret as possible 
like they do in the west. | don’t know what the 
Secret Police thought of us being there. 
PE: How widespread was squatting? 
Tobias: Itwas only donein the big cities like Berlin, 
Dresden, and Leipzig. There was only a small 
concentration. in the somewhat altemative Berlin 
district Prenziberg but everywhere else, it was just 
afew isolated/houses-or apartments: 
PE: How were relations with the neighbors? 
Tobias: It was different everywhere. Ours were 
really alrightfor some reason. They werealltotally — 
normal citizens, but we gotalong really well, even 
though we had quite a few loud parties and liked 
to listen to music at high volume. In those days, the 
*scene” and the general population weren't di- 
Vided like they are now, There was a common 
enemy, the State, and, that was the unifying 
opinion everyone shared. Itwasn’t that importar 
how you looked, Of course, you weren’taccepted 
outright if you had a mohawk, but there was a 
common base nevertheless. there were no altar- 
native pubs like we have now so you had to.drink 
your beers in the same = ‘as all the ordinary 
working people, 
PE; | would have thoughtthat there was stilla high 
degree of animosity towards people who looked or 
thought differently from the orm.

PE; By law, everyone had to work, so how Saar 
you treated at work? 
Tobias: It was different for everyone, it depended 
on the person and where they worked, | worked 
for the railway for awhile and had many problems 
at first, but after some time my co-workers ac- 
cepted me as | am. | think that punk was much 
more integrated in the general population then, it 
wasn't such an extreme shock-value thing. Of 
course, that was always a part of it but ithad a 
political back-ground as well. There was a com- 
mon enemy that united people. 
PE: I'm assuming that there were people back 
then that spied on others for the Secret Police, but 
after unification, presented themselvesas victims, 
too. How-do youfeebaboutthis?: 
Tobias: Of course, many people changed alll of a 
sudden. But | always knew that denunciation 
existed, itwas much openerthan itis here. | hadn't 
thought that the observation was'as extensive as 
| later found out but it was also easier to live with 
it because you leamed to expect it. You could tell 
by the way people acted. But the techniques of 
observation are much better in Westem society 
because it's not so obvious. 


PE: Do you mean that the re- 
Pression works better here because it's more 
subtle? 
Tobias: Yeah, I think so. They give you a certain 
amount of freedom and you don’t want to confront 
the contradictions in society. Give people enough 
to eat and they won't care about anything else. 
PE: What kind of expectations towards the “new 
freedom” did you have after unification? 
Tobias: THat's difficult to relate now. | remember 
being extremely glad thatthe wall came down, that 
was-a really exeitiig moment, After that, | have to 
admit that | spent most of my time shoplifting. 
HaHal |wasn't thinking about larger implications 
of the new Situation. 
PE: Would you say that the shoplifting was a 
feaction to the now available consumer goods?

This is a documentation of the resurgent anarchist 
movement in the post Cold War Soviet Union put 
together from various documents, declarations and 
interviews produced in the years directly following 
the opening up of the former Eastern Bloc. Starting 
with an introduction summarizing the Russian Anar- 
chistmovement fromit’s earliestbeginnings, through 
the crushing defeat and repression at the hands of 
the Bolsheviks, through the underground activism 
which kept the spirit of anarchism and freedom alive 
under severe totalitarianism. Followingis a series of 
documents and declarations from the budding anar- 





chist movement which first openly appeared under 
the Gorbachev regime of Peristroika. Early declara- 
tions from the KAS (Russian Anarchist Federation), 
internal tactical disputes, state repression and the 
ongoing transformation of movement, the creation of 
SMOT (Free General Workers Union) are all docu- 
mentedin detail.

ULSTER’S WHITE NEGROS: FROM CIVIL 
RIGHTS TO INSURRECTION 

By Fionnbarra O'Dochartaigh, AK Press, 1994. 
Perfectbound paperback, 156 pages. 

This is the last-but-one to come from the pan-na- 
tional anarchist publishing collective AK Press, the 
most recent offering being John Yates’ 
STEALWORKS. IT charts, from the first-hand, 
grassroots perspective of O'Dochartaigh, the Catho- 
lic/Republican civil rights movement in Ulster (or 
particularly in West Belfast) during the 1960's, for 
decent housing and the franchise, through to the 
sending in of English troops in 1969, Bloody Sunday 
in January 1972 (where 13 peaceful civil rights 
marchers were shot dead by the British army) and 
hence the ensuing armed conflict bordering on civil 
war which has been spreading to mainland “Britain” 
ever since. Itis an invaluable book in that itis in no 
way whatyou mightcall an ‘academic’ textbutalmost 
a personal diary of struggle, hope and the life- 
affirming act of getting up from one's collective 
knees, but also backed up with the very painstak- 
ingly-research statistical information and media quo- 
tation from the time. Written with a thoroughly witty 
flair, this man must have a memory of an AppleMac 
couple with untold resilience to have maintained a 
‘sense of humor and to have never grown bitter 
through all of this shit, Chapter one synopsis West 
Belfast before whatitcalls ‘the troubles’, chapter two 
and three cover the homeless revoltand chapter four 
the Bloody Sunday civil rights march. Although it 
doesn’t really stray much into the armed conflict 
since 1972, its an essential and comprehensive 
piece of background reading for anyone interestad in 
getting clued up on the last desperate outpost of a 
deadempire. informative andinspiring.

Well, I went on a very interesting trip 
to Mexico. | spantalmost three months there and 
| got back about two months ago. Mexico is avery 
intense place and the punk scene is totally cool. | 
think everyone should see Mexico City or Distrito 
Federal (el D.F.). For starters I'd ike to talk ofthe 
Chopo. The Chopo is an amazing place and 
event, El Chopo is a market for punks, metal 
heads (metaleros), and many other parts of the 
altemative culture/music scane, Itison Saturdays 
starting about 1:00 p.m.. One can get there by 
taking the metro to the Gererro stop andasking for 
itor following the punks and freaks down the street 
about three blocks to the Chopo. 

The Chopojs a street that is blocked off and 
filled with stands where people sell things. Also 
there are stands where people disseminate infor- 
mation on shows, demonstrations, alternative 
political information, and other stuff. The streetis 
usually clogged with punks ofall types, skinheads, 
metaleros, “rockers” and all types. In fact it is 
usually so clogged that it takes quite some time to 
walk from one end to the other. Itis agreat place 
to meet all the people in the scene in Mexico City 
and find out about punk shows, drunken punk 
parties, and make friends. You can buy all types 
of rad patches, shirts, ‘zines, and bootlegged 
tapes of practically every punk record you want. 
Especially all the fuckin’ rad bands from Mexico 
andthe restof Latin America. | think thisis a really 
cool way to undermine all the stupid shit about 
copy rights and money orientated distributions 
and the lack of access on a mass level of punk 
records in Mexico. 

There are political groups for every persuasion 
in the Chopo, animal rights, class war, etc., etc. 
Forexample, one can usually leam aboutdemon- 
strations against the bull fights that go on seem- 
ingly weekly. One can also get tattoos there (if you 
do, get one from Russo because he's totally cool 
and more altemative than most of the non-punk 
tattooists there) and vegan food. 

‘Afterwards, you can usually hook up with some 
people and go to some of the bars around the 





















































































ground music scene. 

The conflicts in this nation are: 
to a head and there is an absolute lack of 
political consciousness. Is your paper (with 
such an extensive readership) really doing 
much of a service by giving such a half- 
assed attempt at informing people.

This is also ten times as fun to boot, Also, 
the language one leams in school books doesn’t 
remotely approach Chilango the style of Spanish 
they speak in Mexico City. | learned more in two 
months in Mexico than in two years of school. 
Fuck school! Besides, the books are all totally 
racist in teaching a style of Spanish that is only 
spoken in one part of Spain (Catalan). Why? 
Mexico is our cultural neighbor, Spain is across 
the Atlantic Ocean. The level of cultural exchange 
is incomparable. | fuckin’ despise every Spanish 
text book I've seen. 

| also went to an anarchist gathering in 
Hermosillo in the state of Sonora. That was a 
greatexperience. Far more cool that the pathetic 
gathering that took place in Vancouver last year. 
In Vancouver the only thing that took place was a 
Balkinization of all the groups there. Where the 
“orthodox anarchists” wasted all their time criticiz- 
ing the pynk movement. (Gee, what a globally 
important problem to waste their time on.) Well, 
this did not happen in Hermosillo, thank good- 
ness, 
| saw an awesome concert at the anarchist 
gathering. One of the best!’ve ever seen in my life 
and the most fun. | got to sing with Constructores 
dəl Odio on stage when they played their Dis- 
charge cover State Violence State Control. The 
pit was so cool with lots of men and women 
‘slamming. {twas huge and there was no violence, 
Although | heard many stories that other shows 
‘can be violent. | got to see a band that was also 
totally cool. Ayuda Mutua is a band that sings in 
a Native American language called Otomy. They 
played great hardcore to boot. They are from 
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fashion revolutionaries were forced tomake 
the decision of getting real or getting lost. 
More or less this is my attitude towards 
your paper. I think that the problem we, as 
anarchists, suffer from is NOT too much 
seriousness, but a lack thereof.

I've talked to, and argued with, various people 
and listened to many viewpoints reflecting our 





produce children,,.”. | remember thinking: 
someone who has such ideas doesn’tbelong 
in the HC-scene or in our autonomous cen- 
ter, the ‘Vort'n Vis’ (VV), where alternative 
ideas (and certainly not reactionary ones 
like these) are promoted. 

We have regular meetings at the VV. 
On one of these we determined our stand- 
point towards people with racist, fascist, 
sexist and homophobic ideas. It’s obvious 
that ideas like these are not gonna be toler- 
ated (is it?). There was apparently no con- 
sensus about violent dancing and the use of 
illegal drugs amongst the VV-cooperators. 
Each ‘case’ is gonna be dealt with in an 
independent, separate way. My remark, that 
this is not a solution and will remain just 
words, was ignored. 

When oneofour gig-organisers invited 
‘Congress’, I referred to the interview in 
‘Superfluous’ and proposed to talk to them 
and to confront them with the choice: or 
they don’t play (when the vocalist confirms 
his point of view and thus says things the 
VV doesn’t agree with) or he explains on 
stage why his - former? - point of view is to 
be condemned. The other band-members 
who (said they) don’t share his ideas, re- 
acted ina rather indifferent way (obviously 
didn’t think it is very important) but said 
they would talk to him about it. The orga- 
nizer would do the same and explain the 
options. I was informed he took his words 
back and that they would play. 

The day of the concert, the singer came 
up to me and said he was very much an- 
noyed by the fact that I (he ignored that the 
other VV-coorporators then shared my 
views) “forced” him to change his opinion. 
I certainly didn't do that; I want him to see 
by himself what's wrong about it or other- 
wise just face the consequences. All of us 
had the opinion that people with 
homophobicideaslike thesedon’tbelongin 
the ‘alternative island’ of the 
VV.Hestatedhehasn’tchangedhis opinion 
and he still thinks “homosexuality is un- 
natural”... | asked him what arguments he 
has for that and answered that he’d read a 
lotof “philosophical” and “religious” books 


scene in Mpls., otherscenes, andthe Punk scene 
as a whole. It's sad to say, but true, that the one 
common denominator in all of these conversa- 
tions was discontent with the scene. So what's the 
problem? Sure, the world still sucks, we live in a 
fucked up society, there are cops, rules, and 
oppression everywhere, but they've always been 
there. | mean, one can only do so much, and | 
don't personally plan on jumping of a cliff for a 
hopeless cause. So, what's wrong with the Punk 
scene? What, there's not enough Punks? Atleast 
there are Punks, real Punks. What, there’s not 
enough bands? Atleast there are bands with cool 
attitudes and stances, that do release and play 
good music. What, there’s not enough venues, 
‘zines, gatherings ,etc.? A lot of places don’thave 
any Some say the scene isn’t politically active 
enough, and some say it's based far too much on 
politics. Some say people concentrate on appear- 
ances too much, and some say fashion is one of 
the mostimportant aspects. Some say there’s an 
alarmingly high amountof alcohol and drug abuse, 
others say there aren't enough drugs and alcohol 
around. There's a myriad points of difference, but 
the fact is, that these things are all a matter of 
opinion, and trivial bullshit in and of themselves. 
The only thing that truly counts, is that Punk is 
here, and that it’s growing. 

So really, what’s wrong with the Punk scene? 
We've got everything we need to continue grow- 
ing, and the numbers to make ithappen. | think the 
problem lies in the individuals and their inability to 
make concessions. In other words, the problem is 
rigid attitudes. I'm not saying that everyone should 
change their attitudes, quite the contrary (even if 
they are fucked up). | mean, most Punks are ugly 
people with grizzly outlooks on life.

We are living the lifestyles that the hippys only 
dreamedof living. Theyhadideals that they backed 
away from as soon as they realized that the 
manifest reality was far more grim than the 
pipedream they sought. 

Mostof us, Punks thatis, are living it, oratleast 
trying to. So whatif Punks don’thave manners and 
sometimes have a negative attitude towards other 
people? It's just that “not so nice” attitude that has 
allowed many of us to continue our lifestyles, and 
mads it possible for this movementto last as long 
as it has. The soft, sweet, sensitivity of many 
righteous people that had the potential to change 
things has silenced and forced them into submis- 
sion. It's just that “submission”, | think, that the 


about the matter!?,| suppose I don’thaye to 
‘tell you which kind of books...?1 told him T 
thought it was rather stupid not to think for 
himself and uttered the possibility that he 
might be brainwashed. After a lot of bab- 
bling that didn’t make me any wiser, I told 
him I thought he didn’t belong in a place 
like the VV. 

I proposed the organizer and the other 
VV-cooporators refuse the band to 
play...These, practically all acquaintances 
of the ‘Congress’ -singer, told me they 
thought that I’m exaggerating and that they 
think that what he says is far from 
homophobic (they did forget that one of the 
‘Superfluous' editors receiveed a letter from 
a homosexual that felt attacked by what he 
had said). They also tried to find cheap 
excuses and ‘bent’ themselves ideologically 
to minimalize the issue and the reprehen- 
sible opinions of this man.Someeven ended 
up calling me “reactionary” and even “fas- 
cist”! 

The singer of the first band “Hopeman 
Path’ called for a discussion. At that mo- 
ment2 VV-coorporators grabbed themicro- 
phone and stated that ‘Congress’ was al- 
lowed to play (even though their singer 
kept saying he thinks “homosexuality is 
unnatural”. Some people said this is not 
considered being homophobic because “he 
doesn't harass or beat up gays”!? I was 
openly told thatI stand alone with my idea. 
They also made me understand that the 
before mentioned “democratic” decisions 
had no value and/or that they could be 
“adjusted” dependingon the case. I call this 
flagrantly inconsequent; the VV- 
coorporators put theirheadsin the sand like 
ostriches. 

This story, onceagain, prooves the lack 
of unanimity and the inconsistency within 
the group of VV-coorporators; which, inthe 
end, will lead to the termination of the of the 
existence of the VV. Other examples of this 
are the lack of resolute acting against vio- 
lent dancing and against people who spoil 
things for others (the story of the Swiss on 
Leed 93). 


majority of Punks fear more than anything. I'm not 
saying that everyone should become over-defen- 
sive and bitterhatemongers, but insteadto realize 
that some good old fashioned unamerican hate 
and angerisn’tso bad, and realistically, thatthese 
are some of the strongest emotions and energies 
available to us, | think it’s safe to say that anger 
and hate have fuelled most of the successful 
projects (bands,’zines, and what not) that have 
and do exist in our scene. 

So when | say rigid attitudes are the main 
problem with this scene, l'm referring to the inca- 
pability some folks'have to acceptthe not so pretty 
aspects of personalities that one may encounter 
when dealing with other Punks. | mean, whatis it 
with all this bullshit, when | hear people condemn 
others based upon trivial personality conflicts (so. 
and so’s an asshole, so and so said/did this/that, 
that bands politics aren't good enough for me, 
blah, blah, blah...)? Fucking grow up! This ain’tno 
highschool clique! After all, | thought the whole 
point of this movement was to achieve the free- 
dom to be who and what we are, without being 
incriminated by others (a.k.a. anarchy). So the 
next time you mun into the bark or scowl of some- 
one else's bad attitude, why not just let it go and 
not take it so personally. I'm sure it wasn't truly 
directed at you anyways. Besides, if you can't 
cope with a little aggression then you're probably 
notin it forthe long haul anyways! Believe it or not, 
there are things far, far worse than the anger of a 
fellow Punk. Punk rules!!! - Martial Flaw

Before her arrival many wondered out 

superinten- 
dent here at the state penitentiary in Walla 
Walla, Washington would bring aboutmuch 
and long needed improvements for male 
prison inmates here at the Washingtonstate 
penitentiary. Many who harbored such 
hopeful thoughts did so without knowing 
much about Tana Wood's personality. or 
her record as a prison superintendent at the 
Womens’ Correctional center located in Gig 
Harbor, Washington. 

As women at “Purdy” well know Tana 
Wood had no regard for prisoners. Even 
those of her own gender. As the superinten- 
dent for Purdy she showed her utter disre- 
gard for women. By authorizing cross-gen- 
der body searches of the females breast and 
genital areas simply because her female 
employees did notwanttobe bothered with 
it on their “coffee break”. 

This practice was enjoined by the court 
when the women filed a legal action against 
Wood and her staff. Buthad thisnotoccured, 
Wood would still beallowing her malecoun- 
terparts to “touch, rub” or “squeeze” a 
woman's breast and genital area without 
regard for whether it violates her right to 
privacy. 

It goes withoutsaying that Tana Wood 
hasn’t changed her colors since coming to 
work at our state prison for men. Indeed, 
during our state's recent execution, Ms. 
Wood likened the head movements made 
by Charles Campbell to those of “child” and 
seemed to thoroughly delight in her role as 
assistant to the executioner here in Wash- 
ington state. 

Some pass this off as a bad comparison 
by an otherwise good person. While others 
are heard to excuse Ms. Wood because she 
isamere”puppet” ina maledominated and 
or controlled profession. Sheis, after all, our 
state's first woman superintendent here at 
the penitentiary which is otherwise run by 
males even if a few other women do work 
inside the prison itself. 

Despite her sympathisizers or these 
who may come to defend her, Tana Wood 


gling his knife around in his fingers like a baton= 
twirling-majorette, it was really quite close to my

He 
handed the money to the dancer, discarding the 
‘envelope and pulling eyeglasses from my face to 
throw them away too. The knifewas still there. The 
dancer took the note and, strangely, sniffed it 
before transferring it to his pocket which is, |I now 
presume, the natural and preffered habitat for £20 
notes. “No”, I thought to myself, you've got it all 
wrong, you're only supposed to do that to new 
books. All of this passed in an instant and when | 
tumed my attention back to mouthpiece, his eyes 
had grown wider still. Wait until you see the whites 
oftheir eyes, | thought, before reaching into a front 
pocket and shakily handing him about £3 in shrap- 
nel and telling him as much. 

“What's in the bag!!?”, he asked me. 

“V-V-Vodka”, | told him: | had apparently 
developed a speech impediment.
